and adjoyned upon Armenia) by the name 
of Arabes; and at this day it is called 
Azemia, or Ayaman, the ſame name which 
they give to Arabia Felix, I might here 
adde ſomething farther out of Strabo, con- 
cerning the ſtrange plenty of Hony dropping 
down- from the leaves of the trees, (like 
that 1 Sam, 14, 26,) the huge cluſters of 
Grapes, and excellency of the Wines in 
the adjoyning parts of Meſopotamia and 
Armenia : but (not to infilt upon particu- 
lars) if we defire the exat ummawas of 
ſuch a place as in every reſpect fully de- 
ſerves the name of Eden, let us take that

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—_ to be too inquiſitive ' after it 
yet ſeeing Moſes harh nor neglected to 
give us ſome notes whereby to find out the 
Bounds of it, we need not fear to follow 
ſuch a Guide, fo long as we keep cloſe to 
his footſteps. Gen, 2, he plainly intimates 
that the Garden-place was betwixt the Foun- 
tain of the River and the diviſion of its 
Streams : for theſe are his words, v, 10, 
And a River went .out of Eden to water the 


Garden, and from thence it was parted, and 


became into four Heads, It that DWD ab 
znd? be to be taken with its neareſt refe- 
rence, viz, the Garden, and not the more 


remote, viz, Eden , (as in all reaſon it 


ought to be taken).then the obſervation 
of Danens (formerly cited) is moſt ſound 
and true, that the Riyer immediately after 
xs efflux ont of 1ts Fountain watered the 
Garden with one entire Chanel; and then, 
having ' paſt it, broke ir ſelf into theſe 
Streams, Whence it followeth, that, ſee- 
ing the fiſt Diviſion of its Stream was (as - 
Plixy hath told ys) in the Region of Arrhe- 


- ne, (the fame which Ptolemy calleth Corri- 


ven) the\place of the Garden was betwixt 


' Corra (or Charan) and the Fountains of 
Tigris, in the midſt whereof, and upon the 


bank 
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bank of the River, ſtood the Tree of Life, 
as may be gathered from Gey, 2,9, Rev, 2. 
7. and 22, 2, Juſt aboutwhich place when 
we fee in Ptolemy the nitrous Lake 
Thoſpites overflowing, it might not alittle 
ſtumble us, if we did not remember, that as 
the Land of Sodome, which before its over- 
throw was like the Garden of God for 
deliciouſneſs, Gex, 13,10, was for the fin 
of the Inhabitants turned into a Sulphureous 
Lake; fo might Godin like manner _ 
the moſt remarkable place of the Zarthly 
Par adiſe tor the fin of our firſt Parents, 
And this ConjeQure (for I eſteem-it no 
more) may (TI hope) paſs with as good 
probability as theirs, who have imagined 
choſe fiery Flaſhings ſuing out of ſome 
Lakes about Aſſyria or Babylonia, ſtill to 
remain as teſtimonies of the Cherubims fla- 
ing ſword tarning every way, to keep the 
way of the Tree of Life, Gen, 3. ult, But as 
chis Conjecure helpeth us little, ſo neither 
doth it hinder us from ſearching (and haply 
finding) ſome remaining memory of the

Strabo himſelf calls the Countrey adjoy- 
ning to it Syſpereitis, or more frequently 
(rejeing'the ſuperfluous $ prafixed to 
the beginning of the word, and ſerving for 
no other uſe but to obſcure the true Ery- 
mology of it)# Nv Wc,and Hyſperatiszand 
conſtanely'placeth it betwixt Armenia and 
Calachena, which lay North-weſt of 4ſ- 
fyria, For lib, 11, recording the fable-of 
Armenius born at Armeninm near the By- 
beian Lake in Theſſaly , and peopling this 
place under the condu&t of Faſon, he adds,

to conclude: Though all theſe evidences laid 
together (which ſurely are as greatas well 
may be expected in a Subject ot this nature) 
haye not raiſed our confidence to ſuch a 
height as ſome have attained ro, (and, as we 
ſuppoſe,upon far weaker grounds) yet we 
verily believe that if they whom God hath 
blefled with abler parts, more $kill in the 
Tongues, Hiſtory, Geography, '&c, a lar- 
ger freedom from other imployments and 
diſtractions, with a more plentiful ſupply 
of Books, and,..other.accommodations for 
ſuch a. ſtudy, (@all which we. want) would 
reſume this Argument, and apply their pens 
co the farther {earch of this not-wnneceſſary 
9ueſtion, they might here (ſooner then in 
any other place yer diſcovered) find out the 
true place of the Situation of the Terreſtrial 


Paradiſe.
